B a j a C a l i f o r n i a , M e x ic o , 1 889. 
N ear the outer rim of Todos Santos Bay 
is a group of islands, which are also named 
after ail the Saints. 
These “ still sentries 
of a silent land ’ —always veiled in purple 
haze or clothed with misty blue, lifting 
ragged clifls from forty to four hundred 
feet straight out 
>f the water—offer a 
standing invitation t 
th e 'idle and curi­ 
ous. 
A year or two ago, when the affairs 
• f tl if International Company were flour­ 
ishing, and the adjacent m ainiaud was 
thronged with sightseers and speculators, 
these islands were frequently invaded by 
pleasure parties; but since the m elancholy 
days have come and the boom is dead, 
th ere are few picnickers now in the dis­ 
couraged community at Ensenada. 
There is a boat passage between the 
Lslands, leading toja rom antic little harbor, 
rock-Lound on three sides. 
In years not 
long past this was a smuggling station, af­ 
fording a convenient hiding-place for con­ 
traband goods, whence they could betaken 
• to shore, at various points, in small quan­ 
tities. 
The valuable seals that swarm the 
rocks were also a perpetual inducement. 
In the utter desolation of the place those 
anim als could be slaughtered by thou­ 
sands, regardless of legal restrictions, and 
th e ir skins cured on the spot aud kept till 
r e a d y for shipment. 
Skirting the shores in a row-boat, we 
dodge beneath towering archways, snatch­ 
in g vainly at strange flowers and tem pting 
sea-ferns. 
The barren bights are covered 
w ith slimy ocean-grov. ths, and a species of 
cacti writhes, serpent-like, down to the 
w ater, offering gorgeous blossoms, beneath 
w hich tiny thorns are hidden that fester 
th e poisoned flesh. T here is no sign of 
hum an life h ere,but nature has herswarm - 
ing millions, above the waters and below 
them . 
B ird s! 
it would be hard to find 
such clouds of them elsewhere. 
Every 
inch of ground and every foot of space is 
pre-em pted by a feathered squatter or 
flyer—and the -ea beneath is literally 
crowded w ith its various denizens. 
Most 
notable among 


T H E W IN .,ED T1ÍIBE.S, 
Because so big and awkward, are the peli­ 
cans, which find here the safest ofbreeding- 
places; so completely covered is the ground 
w ith their nests that you' can hardly 
p u t your foot down w ithout treading upon 
egg-shells. 
Theirs are the most slovenly 
of 
bird abodes, being mere bunches of 
tangled sea-weed. 
T he infant pelican, in 
its thin coat of snowy down, is a degree 
o f less ugly than its parents—or would be 
were it not for its astonishing stretch of 
m outh, w hich is always sprawled for food 
to such an extent as to nearly split the 
creature from stem to stern. 
Very busy 
m ust poor Mrs. Pelican be to fill the 
yaw ning vacuums of her numerous pro­ 
geny 1 
They eat nothing but fish, which 
th e adult birds catch by hovering over the 
w ater and plunging in head first when the 
prey appears. 
Beneath the enormously 
long, flattened and hook-shaped bill is a 
pouch of 
naked 
skin, in 
which they 
store up food for future use, bringing it 
forth when required, either for their own 
eating or that of the babies. T he parents 
are said to carry w ater to their young, as 
well as food, in these convenient sacks, and 
hence probably comes the ancient fable of 
th e pelican nourishing its offspring with 
its own blood. 
Observing closely, one 
sees th at they have a habit of pressing the 
bill upon the breast—doubtless the more 
easily to empty the pouch—ahd is re­ 
m inded of that favorite device of heraldry, 
w herein the ungainly bird, represented. in 
th e act of wounding herself for the benefit 
o f her young, is called “ A Pelican in H er 
P iety.” 
Sailing southwest about twelve miles 
from the islands of all th^ Saints, we come 
to a crescent-shaped 
cove, with deep 
w aters close to shore, between rocks high, 
precipitous 
and 
forbidding. 
T his 
is 
another old w haling station, once the most 
famous between Puget Sound and Panama, 
but long since abandoned. 
The village 
and mission of >ant<- Tomas lies inland 
from this point about sixteen miles. 
To 
reach it from anchorage, one is obliged to 
clam ber over the coast rocks a mile or 
more till he comes to the place where the 
Santo Tomas river rushes into the sea; 
after which he may follow the course of 
th e stream to the village. 
G oing by carriage road, the distance 


EROM ENSENADA TO SANTO TOMAS 
Is thirty-five mi Ies via San Carlos and the 
M aneadero valley. 
It is a delightful two 
days’ trip, through a wilderness of wild 
flowers, infested by the biggest snakes that 
ever raised a warning rattle. 
There are 
purling streams and mossy banks, and ro­ 
m antic groves of wide-spreading oaks and 
mahogany trees,and miles of ox-eve daisies 
nodding above the carriage top—but the 
frail of the serpent is over them all, and 
“ the tram p of the coming millions,” which 
somebody heard on the sum m it of the 
Rockies, will have to come a good deal 
nearer to these waste plains before the 
w riggling and rattling aborigines will be 
sensibly diminished. 
So narrow is the 
valley 
of 
Saint 
Thom as that in some places it can scarcely 
lie called more than a mountain gorge; 
but it ever the old hymn 
anent "t^Met 
fields arrayed in living green"* apjttsd 
to any spot on earth, it is right here in 
th is isolated place, shut in on all sides by 
sea-encompassed bights. 
The river fur­ 
nishes water enough to supply both vil­ 
lagers and rancheros in this Arcadian 
vale; and by judicious irrigation, the fruits 
of both tropic and tem perate zones flourish 
side by side. 
Though M other E arth 
is 
so 
generously 
inclined, 
giving 
also 
an . abundance 
of 
such 
small 
gam e 
as 
quail, 
snipe, 
duck, 
etc. 
besides 
river 
and 
sea-food 
in 
the 
form 
of 
fish, 
elams 
and 
turtles— 
strange to say, the tawny skinned followers 
of ll* good Saint- Tomas prefer such un­ 
A rcadian “ meat victuals” as pork and 
rattlesnakes to any other diet! 
The In­ 
dians make a regular business of killing 
th e rattlers, which they turn to profit in 
th ree ways. 
First, having “ treed the 
gam e,” they cut ofi the head, which con­ 
tains the deadly poison, and carefully bury 
it. 
Then they hang up his snakeship and 
deftly strip off the skin—it having become 
a fad among visitors to Lower California 
to carry home as many cured snake-skins 
as they can get hold of, to keep as curiosi­ 
ties, or to wear for belts or hat-bands. One 
can buy them beautifully cured, averaging 
five feet long and six inches wide when 
spread out flat, or left whole and stuffed 
for a dollar apiece: 
and verv beautiful 
th ey are, with their w hite' diamonds 
clearly defined on a dull brown or glossv 
black ground. 
The oil (and each goocl- 
eonditioned snake contains a great deal) 
sells readily at the rate of two dollars per 
ounce ; 
and then the thick, white flesh, 
when fried, is considered the daintiest of 
m orceaux. 


T H E MISSION OF SANTO TOMAS 
W as formerly the capital of the “Munic­ 
ipalidad” of the same name (founded in 
1790)—one of the seven original distiicts 
in to w hich our Catholic brethren divided 
th e peninsula—this including all the ter­ 
rito ry between the boundary line of the 
U uited States to San Vicente, and ex­ 
tending across from gulf to ocean. 
Nearly 
tw o-thirds of a century has gone by since 
Abe priests of the order of Saint Francis 


were driven from the country, and to-day 
all th at remains of the once rich mission 
is a collection of roofless adobe walls fast 
•crumbling to dust, flanking an orchard 
and garden whose wild luxuriance makes 
more apparent the surrounding decay. 
Most of the old mission churehes that re­ 
main standing have been converted into 
stables or are used for other ignoble pur­ 
poses, but year by year N ature writes the 
praises of the Fathers in legible charac­ 
ters. 
All over the land are neglected 
orchards and vineyards and olive-groves, 
still bearing fruit, around the deserted 
missions, and the spiritual works of their 
zealous planters will continue to bear fruit 
through the years to come. 
The 
present 
settlement, 
comprising 
about sixty people, is settled up and down 
the narrow valley a distance of five or six 
miles. 
At first sight one look- upon Santo 
Tomas as a place of picturesque poverty; 
but the people are not poor, only most 
of them are squalid from choice. 
Their 
adobe cottages and cane huts, thatched 
w ith straw, are equally free to pigs coats, 
fowls 
and 
“humans.” 
There is food 
enough for all without the necessity of 
hard labor. 
Fashion finds no devotees in 
A rcadia, and life has neither 
cares” nor vaulting ambition. 
Being obliged to rem ain over night in 
this valley, we were strongly advised to 
stop in the school-house, a large building 
some distance removed from any other, in 
whose upper story some cots are kept for 
hire—travelers being expected to bring 
their 
own 
blankets 
and 
food. 
But 
the place looked so spooky in the fading 
tw ilight, and the broken inside stairway 
(the only means by w hich to reach the 
upper floor) so dangerously shaky, that 
we determ ined to be wiser in our genera­ 
tion and to forage around among the farm­ 
ers for better accomodations. 
B ut w hether our plan was wiser in an 
open question. 
A fter several refusals on 
theground of having no bed, we were finally 


“ t a k e n i n a n d 
d o n e f o r ” 
in the adobe mansion of a lord of the val­ 
ley, whose numerous flocks and herds a t­ 
test the well-to-do condition of tlie family. 
IIis name, too, was in itself a recommenda­ 
tion, belonging to one of the haughtiest 
houses of old Castile. 
I will not harrow you w ith a detailed 
account of life beneath the roof of this 
noble I>on. Suffice it to say that we, being 
guests, were treated to the best the casa 
afforded. 
Supper—spread 011 a cloth, less 
table—consisted of beans boiled in lard, 
stewed strips of dried meat that looked 
like shavings, thin fakes of crushed corn, 
and coffee w ithout milk or sugar. 
Break- 
fa-t was the exact counterpart of supper ; 
and the two repasts for three 
people, 
(mother, daughter and escort), cost pre­ 
cisely 8750 at the hands of these simple i 
Acadians.r 
• 
The “ escort” bestowed him self in th e ! 
hay, with a saddle for a pillow, but we I 
women folk were given the best bedroom, ] 
in fact the only one the house contained, i 
In it were two high posters, sheetless and ' 
blanketless, w ith straw ticks laid upon 
boards and calico coverings. 
But there 
was a glazed window and a plank floor— 
luxuries not indulged in at Santo Tomas 
except among the wealthiest. 
However, 
the glass m ight as well have been boards 
and the floor clay, because of the accumu­ 
lation of dirt ujion them, and we were soon 
fain to leave the beds in undisputed pos­ 
session of the swarming vermin. 
Upon retiring to our apartm ent tiie 
haughty Don handed us a short plank, 
which he politely assured us would secure 
our door if set up against it. 
H earing an 
incessant clack-clack of feminine tongues 
th at ran on into the wee sma' hours, like 
Tennyson’s brook, I determ ined toward 
morning to see w hat was going on. 
Softlv 
removing the plank and looking into the 
adjoining room—w hat do you think I saw? 
Seven women, among whom was our host­ 
ess, squatted flat upon the floor, each with 
a black rebosa drawn tightly over her head, 
puffing away at a cigarette as for dear lite, 
and chattering with the energy of a crazy 
blackbird ! 
The good ladv, having been 
turned out of bed by !os entrangeras Am eri­ 
canos, had invited in her neighbors to be­ 
guile the hours and discuss the event. 
In 
the morning a call for w ater for purposes 
of ablution 
CREATED AN IMMENSE SENSATION, 
For the family—if they wash at all—re­ 
pair to the watering-trough in the yard. 
At last a tin baking-pan was brought, con­ 
taining a quart of water for two women ; 
but neither love nor lucre could produce 
towels 
or m irrors—articles they never 
possessed. 
Before taking our departure, 
the mistress of the mansion desired, with 
housewifely pride, to show us her home. 
H ers is the largest house—and presum­ 
ably the finest—in .Santo Tomas. 
It is a 
big, ram bling structure of unplastered 
adobe, w ith numerous ells and additions, 
unfinished and totally unfurnished, and 
filthy beyond conception. 
In one of the 
rooms a part of the rude partition had 
been removed, leavin. '.he door intact in 
its frame, but no wall beyond it, and our 
hostess explained the deficit by saying that 
the boards had been recently taken down 
to make a coffin for her father-in-law. 
Before leaving the valley we made a 
search for the old Mission bells, which 
now hang from a cross-beam in the open 
field, their rusty tongues forever mute. 
The images that once adorned the ruined 
church are now kept in a near-bv farm­ 
house : but such coarse and tawdry "carica­ 
tures are they th at not even the memorv 
of the long-dead friars who prayed before 
them cau induce one to regard them with 
reverence. 
Near the ruins of the church 
is an olive grove of great age and beauty, 
while growing all around it are peaches 
and [>oniegranites, apples and date-palms, 
pears, plums and apricots. 
Vineyards ad­ 
join the groves, clumps of wild’ bamboo 
clusters around the adobes, and im penetra­ 
ble 
thickets of “ prickly p ear” 
cactus 
follow all the hill curves to the m ountain’s 
base. 
SPRINGS OF WARM SU LPH U R W ATER 
Issue from the mesa on which the ruins 
stand, and mingle with the acequias, or 
irrigating ditches. 
As we paused near the school-house, 
the 
teacher 
(a

us to enter. 
According to the universal 
custom in Mexican schools the children 
were all studying aloud, shouting their 
lessons in sing-song chorus, producing a 
babel 
most 
confusing, 
while 
several 
canaries in cane cages added their shrill 
voices to the general hubbub. 
I noticed, 
with surprise, th at several loaded muskets 
were ranged against the wall—but w hether 
kept for possible visitors in the shape of 
snakes and coyotes, or used bv the baby­ 
armed pedagogue in enforcing discipline, I 
am unable to tell you. 
Looking backward, as we ascended the 
mountain side th at hides from the world 
this happy valley, the last glimpse of San to 
Tomas disclosed an Arcadian family con­ 
tentedly squatted on the ground, in the 
boiling sun, outside their hut of wild bam­ 
boo. 
Several fat, black pigs appeared to 
lie not unim portant members of the happy 
circle, a donkey stood sociably near, and a 
mother-goat, with more sense than her 
owners, liad conducted her kid into the 
house tor shade. 
The children were ab­ 
solutely naked, and their shock-headed 
parents not much better clothed. 
To these peninsular Indians the high­ 
est ideal of a happy life .is to sit all day 
m the sun, and have plenty to eat w ithout 
the necessity oi effort. 
To one of this 
class, in another part of Mexico, I offered 
some light work when she came begging 
for money. 
It is needless to say th at she 
promptly refused it, adding, with a con­ 
temptuous 
shrug, 
“ Jesus! 
Pobsacita 
(poor, dear thing), if you onlv knew the 
pleasure of doing n o th in g !” 
' 
F annie B. W ard, 
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Irving Bishop and myself, writes H arri­ 
son M illard in the New Y ork Herald, 
started from San Francisco September 1st 
last, for the “ halls of the Montez unas.” 
W ithin a few days of or arrival we ar- 
aranged for a private seance with Presi­ 
dent Diaz and some of his intim ate friends. 
The President impressed me as a genial, 
straightforard man of strong common sense, 
who shows in his features he is a full- 
blooded M exican or Indian. 
H e speaks 
only Spanish, and I was surprised that his 
arking i wife, who isonlv about 2 f, spoke no French. 
She pronounces English well, and resem­ 
bles our pretty American women more 
than any M exican lady I saw there, 
it is 
said Mine. Diaz in her girlhood was much 
attached to—I won’t say whom—of M ex­ 
ico, and I was amused while watching her 
pretty face to see the look of anxious 
alarm that came over it when Mr. Bishop 
said that among his various experim ents 
he could give the names of any dear ones 
thought of by the company present. 
During our stay the leading Spiritualist 
of the country called and desired perm is­ 
sion to bring one of his mediums for a con­ 
ference w ith Air. Bishop. Mr. Bishop said 
he did not object to passing an evening 
th at way, although, as he had seen thou­ 
sands of mediums w ithout being convinced 
they were not all frauds, he did not take 
much interest in it. 
T he gentleman said 
on leaving: “ I have three or four m edi­ 
ums, and I hardly know which one to 
i bring; but I w illsubm it the question to a 
j circle to-night, and bring whichever one 
i they may select.” 
H e did not keep his 
| appointm ent, which 1 much regretted, but 
: he told me a few days afterward “ he duly 
; subm itted the question to the circle, ami 
j the reply was th at it would be a waste of 
j time, as Mr. Bishop was him self one of 
I the strongest mediums in the world, but 
j th at he was possessed by a powerful spirit 
j who was opposed to the dissemination of 
the belief of spiritism , and Mr. Bishop 
had been warned by this spirit th at if he 
ever failed to denounce Spiritualism when­ 
ever lie had the opportunity, his power 
would be taken away entirely.” 
I must 
j give Mr. Bishop the credit of a most faith- 
j ful compliance w ith this command, for he 
j invariably commenced his entertainm ents 
j by stating his disbelief in all supernatural 
agencies and announcing th at he him self 
j could do any experim ent ever done by 
j so-called “mediums.” 
A t San Francisco Mr. Bishop did his 
cabinet trick, as he called it. 
H errm ann, 
K eller and oilier magicians do this trick 
also, but with confederates and false sides, 
etc. 
1 can say nothing about how the 
trick is done, except th at Bishop had no 
confederates and no false compartments in 
the cabinet. 
W hen at Huston. Texas, lie 
offered to find a pin which was to be con­ 
cealed anywhere w ithin a radius of a mile 
from the hall, he to lie blindfolded and to 
drive a pair of horses, with the committee 
in the carriage through the streets. 
The 
comm ittee concealed the pin, but on their 
return stated in fairness to him they 
ought to say th a t it was úseles for him to 
attem pt to find it, as it was simply im ­ 
possible. 
The report of the experim ent 
iu the daily paper said Mr. Bishop smiled 
and went on blindfolding himself, first 1 w hich the 
w ith cotton wool, then 
a tightly drawn ; Francisco, 
silk handkerchief, then 
a stuffed black 
' 
‘ " 
silk bag over all—making darkness com­ 
plete. 
H e succeeded, to the great surprise 
of the committee, who thought they had 
given him an impossible task. 
H e took 
the reins, after mounting the box, and 
went some tw enty blocks distant to a large 
beer saloon, dem anding that certain doors 
be unlocked; then to a shed in the back of 
the yard to the rear, he threw aside a 
large pile of wood which covered a barrel 
filled w ith vegetables— then at the bottom 
of the barrel he found a loaf of bread, and 
inside of it the pin, which had been placed 
there by the committee, and, as they 
thought, thoroughly concealed. 
This is 
no trick of prestidigitation, but it is a bona 
fide, square and surprising experiment. 
Once, in Sacramento, Cal., he anno unced 
th at he would do one of the most noted 
tricks of the late Charles Foster. 
Under 
no circumstances did he ever have any 
confederates in his experiments, except 
those who unconsciously transm itted their 
thoughts through their muscles, which is 
called “ muscle reading.” 
H e requested 
one of the committee to retire to an ante­ 
room alone and write on pellets of paper 
the name of some favorite poet not living, 
and also the name of some well-known 
melody. T he committeeman having done 
as requested, returned with the pellets in­ 
closed, as he was directed to do, in an en­ 
velope. 
Mr. Bishop asked if there was any 
w riting of any kind on the paper except 
the name. 
The gentleman replied there 
was none, as he had been particular not to 
use any of the paper slips found in the 
antc-room. 
H e had torn out of his own 
memorandum book a leaf and w ritten a 
name as requested. 
Mr. Bishop then asked for a wooden 
lead-pencil, and after breaking oft'the lead 
point handed it to the subject, requesting 
him to insert the point into the envelope 
w ithout unsealing it. 
W hen this was 
done Mr. Bishop went to the blackboard 
and wrote 
the 
name 
in fac-simile of 
“ \\ illiam Cullen Bryant,” and seating 
himself at the piano, played “ Home, 
Sweet Home,” w ith his usual variation. 
The committeeman stated to the audi­ 
ence th at it was the name w ritten by him . 
Mr. Bishop then requested him to show 
the envelope, which had not been out of 
his possession, to some other one of the 
committee for verification, and to see if 
there was no other w riting on it. 
The 
latter opened the envelope and said there 
was something else at the bottom of the 
paper, which on being read was, “Good­ 
night. 
\V. I. B.” 
This I always considered one of Bishop’s 
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most puzzling experimenta, and he did’ it 
only on one occasion. 
1 asked him once how it was done. The 
only reply was: “B ats! I don’t intend to 
give mv business away to any one.” 
I ex­ 
plained that it was only curiosity on my 
part, as there was no possibility of my 
ever doing it myself. 
Moreover, that I 
did not believe by his answer th at he 
knew him self how it was done ! 
H e made 
no reply. 
On an occasion in England all the royal 
family except the Queen were present. 
The old Duchess of K 
, who was quite 
a guv on account of her age and eccentric­ 
ities, was also there. 
It was suggested by 
someone th at the liest hiding place for the 
gold sovereign would be inside the stock­ 
ing of the aged Duchess. 
She consented, 
and said she would be convinced of Bish­ 
op’s ilowers if he discovered where it was 
hid. 
Mr. Bishop, after a few moments’ 
hesitation, went directly to her and im ­ 
pudently found the coin with his delicate 
fingers down near the sole of her foot. 
The aged dame expressed herself thor­ 
oughly satisfied with his wonderful powers 
of divination. 
A t the Captain-General’s house in H a­ 
vana, the M arquis Sanchez was requested 
to simulate a m úrder with a dagger ujion 
some of the distinguished peoplE present 
and then hide the weapon in some out-of- 
the-way place, Mr. Bishop undertaking to 
find the dagger and to repeat the act of 
murder on the same person and precisely 
in the same manner. 
On returning to the 
room, after it was announced that all was 
ready, Mr. Bishop rushed to find the 


weapon, but soon stood still, and on feel­ 
ing in the pockets of his subject found the 
knife there. 
Then came the task of re­ 
peating the m anner and act of the m urder. 
After a moment or two he turned to his 
subject and sim ulated the stabbing him in 
the breast. 
This experim ent was consid­ 
ered a perfect success, considering th at the 
subject violated the condition bv first com­ 
m itting suicide and then living long 
enough and having presence of 
mind 
enough to conceal the weapon in his own 
pocket. 
\ \ bile in Havana, Bishop was applied 
to by a young man of tender years ter in­ 
struction^ in the art, th e youth represent­ 
ing that he had been offered quite a liberal 
sum to go to some small town in the inte­ 
rior of the island aud repeat Mr, Bishop's 
experim ents there. 
In Mexico, many offers were made of an 
equal division of lost property in case he 
would tell where it was to lie found, but 
Mr. Bishop did not see why he should d i­ 
vide with any one it he could discover the 
locality 
of any lost treasure. 
People 
could not understand that he only under­ 
took to reau in other people's minds what 
they wished him to know. 
Many people also called D 
ask him to 
visit the sick, thinking he could clairvov- 
antly diagnose the i^feease. 
The rules 
which apply to hypnotism apply in his 
case. 
By being blindfolded he fairlv hyp­ 
notized him self and thus secured im pres­ 
sions of other people’s minds, allowing the 
subject to Lc for the tim e being the liy p.no- 
tizer. 
lh e re is also a good deal of invol­ 
untary muscle reading whch is perhaps as 
wonderful as mind reading in its wav, and 
undoubtedly a good deal of clairvoyance, 
which is not as rare a gift. 
H is experi­ 
ence for fifteen years in public had made 
him wonderfully clever in his line of busi­ 
ness, and he rarely failed to produce the 
desired results. 
If he failed with one 
person, he took one more impressionable 
or tractable, and the audience was usually 
satisfied with the result, while it was mvs- 
titied by the m anner in which it was ac­ 
complished. His was a clever combination 
of several powers. 
H e advertised in San 
Francisco th at he would give an explana­ 
tion of his cabinet performance. 
But the 
explanation—v iz: th at while his hands 
were tied firmly behind him lie dislocated 
his shoulder, so as to allow him to work 
with his right hand at his left side— was 
always unsatisfactory to everybody in the 
audience, as it is to me, his accused con­ 
federate. 
He had these powers and fac­ 
ulties even when a boy at school. 
H e was 
at the Jesuit College, at Furdham, near 
New York, and he related that he never 
even looked at or studied his lessons, but 
w ith one of his teachers he could always 
recite them perfectly, answering all ques­ 
tions, while with another teacher lie was 
as ignorant of the lesson during recitation 
as he was before. 
- 
Ilis m other was the witness on whose 
evidence the will of the late Commodore 
V anderbilt depended. 
Someof the heirs 
who wanted a more equal distribution of 
the m illions left behind, brought suit 
against the executors and opposed the 
probating of the will on the ground that 
the Commodore was of unsound mind, as 
he was in the habit of consulting so-called 
“spirit mediums.” 
Mrs. Bishop told me he often had com­ 
munications through her, and as Irving 
(her so n 1 was then posing before the public 
as a, denouncer of all mediums as frauds, 
he was in an awkward position, and was 
compelled either to leave the country or 
to appear on the witness stand and de­ 
nounce his m other’s testimony. 
In this 
dilemma he thought it best to leave for 
England, where he remained until the suit 
was compromised and settled by the pay­ 
m ent of several million dollars to the orig­ 
inally slighted heirs. 
W hile in Honolulu he was passing the 
evening w ith a small hut gay party, of 
well-known Miss A. C. of San 
ras the leading spirit. 
One of 
the ladies expressed her disbelief in the 
power of any hypnotizer to influence her. 
Mr. Bishop told her to hold in her hand a 
silver coin (which he borrowed for the 
purpose from some one present.) and to fix 
her eyes intently on it. 
In ten or fifteen 
minutes she was in a delightfully hypnotic 
state, and a perfectly tractable subject. 
Mr. Bishop experim ented on her in the 
usual way and when he ordered her to re­ 
main rigid w ith her arms extended, no 
force could bend her limbs. 
As the hour was late : ml his horse was 
at the door waiting to carry him home, 
about six miles away, he jum ped on the 
saddle entirely forgetting to say “good 
night” to Lis subject inside. 
On his ar­ 
rival home he found the telephone bell 
ringing as if possessed of several evil 
spirits. 
Civilization is so ram pant in the 
H aw aiian islands since they have re­ 
nounced cannibalism that nearly every 
house faas one or two telephones. 
Mr. Bishop answered the call at once. 
H e was told th at every means had been 
exhausted by the parties left behind in the 
house to get the limb back to its normal 
position. 
They urged him to ride back as 
fast as possible to relieve the subject from 
her peculiar though perhaps artistic pose 
H e telephoned them to send for a doctor 
who by injecting a little m orphine could 
accomplish the desired result. 
N ext time 
he met the young lady she made him 
promise, on his word of honor, never again 
to in any way exercise his hypnotic power 
over her, and only on this condition was 
he pardoned for the cruel, practical joke 
played upon her. 
Once w ith me he was anxious to learn 
the ieal name of a m utual acquaintance. 
I told him I knew it, and if he wanted to 
know it also he could easily find it out by 
reading it in my mind. 
H e paced up and 
down the room, clutching convulsively at 
his luxuriant hair, and at last acknowl­ 
edged his inability to read it when he 
was not blindfolded and in an abnormal 
condition. 
I do not believe he could ever 
have discovered it unless I gave it to him 
unconsciously through muscle reading, he 
1 eing before a blackboard, as he read other 
names at times. 
Bishop has often been accused of being 
addicted to the use of alcoholic stim ulants, 
but such accusations are unjust, though 
perhaps cot unfounded. 
In fact, I don’t 
believe it was possible for any mah to make 
him drunk. 
H e sometimes at his enter­ 
tainm ents drank an entire bottle of wine 
of cocoa, one wineglass of which is usually 
considered a sufficiently strong dose, and 
it was rem arkable how his delicate organi­ 
zation could resist such terrible strains as 
he subjected it to. 
H e appeared on the 
stage like a delicate boy 20 years of age, 
although 42 years had rolled past him. 
Ilis hands were so small th at he could slip 
off' any harflfeuff' ever made for criminals. 
Ilis muscular strength, as shown by the 
powerful biceps of his arm, was quite sur­ 
prising. 
in Vera Cruz, Mex., they have at the 
cafes a liquid called tekila. which is a dis­ 
tillation of the well-known pulque, made 
from the milk or juice of the cactus plant, 
so abundant in Mexico. 
This tekila is 
about as palatable as aqua fortis would be, 
and is never taken w ithout first filling the 
mouth with salt. 
One glass was enough 
for me for the rest of my life, while Bishop 
took twelve glasses in my presence at one 
sitting, and it hardly dazed him, although 
no one would take th at amount of pure 
spirits, or a halffdozen bottles of the 
weakest champagne even, and rem ain in 
the same quiet, normal state which nature 
intends human beings to be in generally. 
H e had, however, no morbid appetite for 
liquors, whatever he m ight have for other 
exciting drugs.

D. W . Coqnillette, in his report to the 
Entom ologist U nited States D epartm ent 
of A griculture, gives the following im por­ 
tant inform ation on the destruction of 
locusts: 
A rem edy th a t has been very successful 
in destroying locusts consists of a certain 
proportion of bran, arsenic, sugar and 
w ater; these have been used in different 
proportions, but the one th at appears to 
give the best results consists of one part by 
w eight of arsenic, one of sugar, and six of 
bran, to which is added a sufficient quan­ 
tity of water to make a wet mash. 
This 
preparation is usually prepared in wash 
tubs or half-barrels. 
One of these is tilled 
about three fourths full of dry bran, and to 
this is added about five pounds of arsenic, 
which is thoroughly stirred through the 
bran with a spade or a shovel. Five pounds 
of sugar is next thrown into a pail, which 
is then filled w ith water and the sugar 
stirred until it is dissolved, when this 
sugar-water is added to the bran and 
arsenic and the three well stirred ; more 
water is added and the stirring continued 
until every portion of the nUtsh becomes 
thoroughly saturated. 
About a teaspooufu! of this mash is 
placed at the root oí eayh tree, shrub, or 
plant infested with locusts, dropping it in 
the shade when this can be done. 
In the 
case of low shrubs or plants nothing more 
need he done, as the locusts will find their 
way to the poison, but when large trees 
are treated the locusts should be jarred 
out of them, or be driven out with long 
poles. 
i have known locusts to be killed 
by 
eating some of this rnasli that had been 
put out over a week previously. The poison 
works very slowly, and when put out early 
in the morning will show but little effect 
upon the locusts until quite late in the 
day. 
A devastating locust th at 1 saw eat­ 
ing the mash at 9 o’clock in the forenoon 
was stii! alive at 0 in the evening, but was 
dead when next examined early the next 
morning. 
Allowing a teaspoonful of this mash to 
each grapevine in the vineyard— the vines 
being seven or eight feet apart—this will 
require about ten pounds of the diy bran 
(and arsenic and sugar in proportion) to 
each acre. 
The cost of the m aterial wili 
vary, but should not exceed 50 cents for 
each acre of grapevines, including cost of 
labor for m ixing and applying it. 
For 
orchards the cost will be much lest than 
this. 
The addition of sugar to this mash is 
merely for the purpose of causing the 
arsenic to adhere to the particles of bran, 
and not for the purpose of increasing its 
attractiveness, since bran is more attractive 
to the locusts than sugar. 
This I have 
demonstrated to my own satisfaction. 
A 
quantity of sugar was placed upon the 
ground contiguous to an equal quantity of 
bran mash; 
when a locust came to the 
sugar he would eat a little of it, move on 
a short distance and again take a few bites 
of th e sugarj and continue in this m anner 
U n til lie reached the mash, when he would 
settle down, eat his fill, and then move 
oil'. 
The locusts which came to the mush 
before reaching the sugar would, almost 
without exception, eat their till of the 
mash and then walk away, but occasion­ 
ally one would leave the mash and take a 
few bites of the sugar, only to return to 
the mash again. 
None of them ate their 
fill of the sugar, but always manifested an 
evident preference for ihe mash. 
This mash was used upon about 300 
acres of orchard and vineyard on the 
Uuhach plantation, and about two weeks 
later scarcely a living locust was to be seen 


o p acities of which are 400 and COO eggs 
respectively. 
T he sm aller is heated by 
gas and the other by water. 
W hen the 
little chick first breaks through^jie shell 
it does ro t meet with the tender care of a 
matured mother, but the genius of man 
has provided a good substitute. 
The 
chickens are gathered into the first yard, 
which is called the “ mother.” 
H ere are 
small heaps of sand heated by subterrane­ 
ous gas pipes. 
The little ones are evi­ 
dently as contented as if sheltered beneath 
the wing of a maternal protector, for they 
nestle cosily in the warm sand, and it is 
almost impossible to drive them away 
from it. 
As they grow older they are ad­ 
vanced from yard to yard until the main 
one is reached. 
The chickens are then 
ready for the market, and are disposed of, 
principally at the Del Monte Hotel and 
private residences around Menlo. 
As fast 
as the eggs are hatched new lots are sup­ 
plied. 
During the laying season 0,000 
dozen eggs a month are sold from this farm 
and the -average monthly cost of feed is 
$300. 
The farm is now being enlarged, 
and when complete wii! be one of the most 
extensive institutions of its kind on the 
Pacific coast.— Redwood Timcb. 


POTASH FOR ORCHARDS. 
The American Gardener says it has been 
advocating potash for orchards for fifteen 
years, and is pleased to find that at last 
fruit-growers are coming to appreciate its 
value. 
One of its correspondents says: 
‘‘To make sure of highly colored and 
rich, juicy pears apply at once five to 
eight pounds of sulphate of potash to the 
ground, around each tree; plough, spade, 
harrow or lioe it into the soil. 
Potash in 
any form applied to the soil adds m a­ 
terially to the color and flavor of all 
fruits, the pear, being especially suscept­ 
ible to the influence of the sulphate.” 
Our experience with oranges confirms 
the opinions above expressed. 
Those 
trees which are n e a r' the house and get j 
the ashes from th e kitchen regularly, are 
invariably the richest in color, and the 
most regular in bearing. 
Of course there 
are other constituents which our soils re­ 
quire perhaps even more than ashes, but 
ashes can be used w ith wonderfully good 
effect. 
This question of fertilizers needs 
intelligent study by California horticult­ 
urists, lor w hile our soil is marvelously 
rich there arc elem ents which are lacking, 
and the constant drain of heavy crops will 
ultim ately ruin the beA of land.— River­ 
side Pre«?.

WHERE POTATOES CAME FROM. 
Potatoes are natives of Chile and Peru, 
and were originally taken to England from 
Santa Fe by Sir Jo h n H awkins, in 1563. 
Others ascribe th e ir introduction to Britain 
to Sir Francis Drake, in 1586, while their 
general introduction is mentioned by many 
writers as occurring in 1592. 
T heir first 
culture in Ireland is referred to Sir W al­ 
ter R aleigh, who had large estates in that 
c o u n tr a b o u t Youghal, in Cork county. 
It is said that potatoes were not known in 
Flanders until 1620. 
Ilcydn says a fine 
kind of potato was first brought from 
A m erica by Mr. Howard, who. cultivated 
it at Caldington, near Bedford, in 1765, 
and its culture became general soon after. 
Italy does n et appear to loom up as the 
original potato garden.

The milk and cream ruust be kept from 
becoming too hot or ton cold, though there 
may be a wider range of variation in their 
tem perature than many suppose w ithout 
injuring the quality. 
B ut cleanliness 
must be strictly observed. 
Tiie quality 
will lie affected by the slightest offense in 
this respect. 
Nothing will absorb any 
kind of a taint from the air or from con­ 
tact with filth more quickly nor more dis­ 
astrously than milk, cream and butter. 
A neglect to scald a pan or pall because 
the operator “ guesses it will do this tim e ’ 
may cost many a dollar before the dairy­ 
man can regain as good a customer as a 
single faulty churning of butter may lose 
for him. 
Eternal vigilance is nowhere 
more e-sential to success than in the dairy. 
No de, aying vegetables, no filth of any 
kind, should lie tolerated w ithin smelling 
distance of a dairv-house. 
Many a good hatch of butter, too, is 
spoiled in the churning. 
The cream, 
having been taken from sweet or but 
slightly soured milk, should be churned 
by gentle agitation. 
The oil of the butter 
is contained in m inute sacs, which must 
not be broken, or the butter, no m atter 
how sweet and pure, will have a disagree­ 
able oily flavor and will become rancid 
quickly on exposure to the air. 
Excessive 
heat at any stage, violent agitation in 
churning or too thorough or too vigorous 
working are liable to break these sao? and 
result in an inferior batch of butter, to the 
mystification and 
exas|>eratioti of 
the 
dairym an.— Dixon Tnbune.

The entire absence of sanitSry arrange­ 
ment in Chinese towns and villages being 
well known, it goes w ithout saying that 
the laws of hygene are utterly and entirely 
neglected. 
There is no isolation of in ­ 
fection? diseases, and no attention is paid 
to causes of deaths unless there is supposi­ 
tion of violence. 
According to otir ideas, 
therefore, Chinese cities ought to be hot­ 
beds of disease, subjected regularly to those 
terrible epidemics which, with us, are in­ 
variably associated w ith the neglect of 
sanitary laws. 
Strange to say, such is not 
the case. 
Epidem ics come and go w ithout 
any apparent reason, appearing, perhaps, 
suddenly, causing a heavy m ortality for a 
short time, and then as suddenly dis­ 
appearing again, thus affording an endless 
field for speculation to the foreign savant. 
But, speaking generally, Chinese towns 
enjoy an im m unity from these dangerous 
outbreaks almost as complete as that of. 
well-drained European communities, and i 
the cause of this mizzling and curious 
phenomen ha- been variously explained. 
The fact i 
all tbe mote striking when 
taken in connection with she contaminated 
water supplies of Chinese towns, the effect 
of which 011 Europeans has been m ani­ 
fested over and over again in the heavy 
m ortality which overtook them previous 
to the adoption of precautions enjoined by 
modern sanitary science. 
The healthiness of Chinese cities has 
been ingeniously attributed by some peo­ 
ple to tbe universal habit of fanning, a 
practice w hich is said to keep the atmos­ 
phere in constant circulati -n. 
How far 
this explanation can be deemed to suffice 
we must leave lo experts to decide, but, ?o 
far as a contam inated water supply is con­ 
cerned, we believe the real secret of im ­ 
m unity from its evil effect? to lie in the 
universal custom of boiling ail water in­ 
tended for drinking. 
A sa m atter of fact, 
the Chinese never drink cold water. 
The 
national beverage, which, in a true sense, 
may cheer but not inebriate, is tea, and 
this is always “on tap,” even in the houses 
of the very poor. 
The native aversion to 
C"'d water is undoubtedly carried to ex­ 
tremes, and certainly 
induces 
disease- 
which m ight easily be avoided by a ju d i­ 
cious system of outward application. 
In 
the m atter of ablutions it must, however, 
be adm itted th a t the Chinese enjoy facili­ 
ties which, however little they are taken 
advantage of, are far in advance of any­ 
thing w ithin the reach of the poorer cla“?es 
of our own favored land. 
Every littie 
ham let in C hina has a -hop where hot 
water can be bought for a trifling sum at 
any hour of the day or night. 
Even in a 
small fishing village, on a remote island in 
the G ulf of Pechili, where the writer spent 
six weeks under very unpleasant circum­ 
stances during a severe winter, this was 
tke case, and a great convenience it proved.

duty, and when it has once ¡icen trained, 
it always performs the task w hether the 
right hand is engaged at something else or 
not. 
Pugilists u-e their left hand to protect 
themselves from the blows of an adversary, 
and probably the hardest blows ever struck 
in a prize ring are the “left-handed” ones. 
“Landed one with his left,” is almost as 
much of a chestnut as “dull thud” is in a 
hanging rejmrt. 
Delsarte, famed for teaching the court 
children how to walk, move or sit down, 
and whose methods of stage fainting, fall­ 
ing, walking, etc., are studied by all emo­ 
tional actresses, says the left arm aud foot 
arc stronger than the right. 
The woman sweeping, or the man chop­ 
ping wood or hoeing in the garden, calls 
upon the left hand to perform the greater 
portion of the task. 
Upon the broom, ax 
or hoe handle the left hand goes nearest 
the point of operation and directs the 
movements ot the instrum ent, while the 
right hand simply steadies the end of the 
handle. 
It is an undeniable fact th a t left-handed 
persons, or rather those who have trained 
the left hand instead of the right, from 
infancy, arc much better performers on the 
piano than right-handed persons.

THE GREELEY LETTERS. 


The publication of the private letters of 
Horace Greeley to the managing editor of 
the Tribune, Dana, in 1S55-5G, has awak­ 
ened much interest. 
At the time Mr. 
Greeley was in Washington making a 
“light” for Banks for Speaker. The Tribune 
had much to gain in his success, but it was 
not a unit in its policy. 
Mr. Greeley at 
his end of the line was constantly putting 
up schemes that he believed would win» 
and Mr. Dana was as regularly upsetting 
them by mismanagement at his end. 
The 
correspondence grew out of this fact. 
It 
gives an insight into the inner life of that 
wonderful man, Horace Greeley, and en­ 
ables us to form a better estimate of his 
character. 
At the same time it shows to 
the world how difficult it is to manage a 
newspaper discreetly, and what are the 
trials and 
tribulations of a managing 
editor, however conscientious he may he, 
and however faithful to a defined line of 
policy. 
“ The Nestor of the American 
press” learned, when he struck the snags 
of political diplomacy in Washington, how 
difficult it is to keep a newspaper from 
treading on the toes of the very people it 
ought to approach gingerly, when there is 
a specific end to be accomplished. 
The 
experience was therefore highly valuable 
both to Greeley and Dana, and undoubt­ 
edly made each better for his work “ in 
the long run.” 
Mr. Greeley with Itis 
keensightedness saw that it was esseutial 
that he should control the expression of 
the Tribune, on all matters relating to his 
mission in Washington. 
Mr. Dana on his 
part thought he saw the opportunity to 
help the editor-in-chief in his mission by 
hitting every 
man 
who 
opposed' his. 
schemes. 
H e was combative, Greeley was 
discreet. 
But what it cost him is revealed 
by this correspondence, now for the first 
time made public. 
There was great party 
confusion at tiie time, much distrust within 
party lines, and hitter hatred outside of 
them. 
The whole country was upon the 
eve of an upheaval, and none foresaw that 
a tumult was at hand more clearly than 
Greeley. 
in those days full twenty-four hours 
were consumed in making the trip from 
New York to Washington, all communica­ 
tion by mail was slow, and the telegraphic 
service at the best was poor. Consequently 
the means of keeping the two end» of the 
Tribune in harmoev were not very efficient- 
Greeley insisted upon managing things to 
suit his plans as they developed on the 
field of action ; Dana believed he knew 
just as well what the voice of the Tribune 
ought to be. 
At one time Greeley had a 
stubborn old Congressman in the traces for 
Banks; when the Tribune came to hand 
with an article that upset everything, the 
senior broke forth: 


If you wore to live fllty years and do no'ring 
but good all the time, you couid hsrdlv utor« 
for the mischief you heve done by flint art ole 
on Brenton. 
The stupid old dunce had killed 
himself, end 
I had 
decently buried him, 
whereas no* the "putrifying carcass” was dug 
up to be glorified as a saint and do infinite 
damage. 
The next time the Tribune “kicked over 
the milk” Greeley wrote to L>ana in this 
bitter vein: 
Now I write once more to entreat that I may 
be allowed to conduct the Tribune with refer­ 
ence to the mile wide that stretches cither wav 
from Pennsylvania avenue. It Is but a small 
space and you have all the world beside. I can 
not stay here unless this request be complied 
with. 
. 
- 
He was left to do as he wished for a few 
days, hut a new grievance brought from 
Greeley this stinging hit of wit: 
The infernal picayune spirit in which it (the 
7Vtimns) is published has broken my hcatt. 
• 
* * No Jew ever managed a pawnbroker’s 
shop in a baser, narrower, more short-sighted 
spirit than the Tnbur.r is managed. * * The 
Tribune is doomed to be a second-rate paper, 
and i am tired. 
It speaks well for Mr. Dana that even at 
this iate day he consents to the publica­ 
tion of these criticisms upon his manage­ 
ment. 
But he knew, and none better, that 
Greeley had the heart of a great journal­ 
ist, that he wanted to make the Tribune a 
monument to cleanliness and the truth, 
and he has therefore overlooked the testi­ 
ness of the splendid old man, and given to 
the world sncli inside lights as this to the 
character of the master mind of the 
Tribune: 


Dana: I shall have to quit hero or die. un­ 
less you stop attacking people here without 
consulting me. 
You have a paragraph (utterly 
untrue) from a Boston paper stating th at Pen­ 
nington was in Boston closeted with Governor 
Gardner, which was interpreted here as an at­ 
tack on'P. Then comes one from an Ohio pa­ 
per, classing Ball with Moore and Scott Harri­ 
son aa opposing Banks, long after Ball had 
come back to Banks. And now comes an awful 
attack on old Brenton. who has been voting 
steadily for Banks and the plurality rule for at 


least two weeks past—certainly since the sec­ 
ond nominating caucus. 
This article will be 
handed around and read by every shaky man 
on our side before to-morrow noon, as an evi­ 
dence of malignity against every one who ever 
opposed Banks, and an earnest of what they 
will all get as soon as Banks is elected. It will 
hurt us all dreadfully. Do send some one here 
and kill me if you cannot stop this, for 1 can 
bear it no longer. 
My life is a torture to 
me. 
H. G. 
Later still he wrote to Dana: 
If 1 cannot be trusted here, call the owners'To­ 
gether and have me discharged. 
And again, when a most im portant a rti­ 
cle of his h; d been crowded out to give 
place to a long-winded essay on the possi­ 
bility of sustaining a first-class opere house 
in New Y ork: 
Friend Dana. What would it cost to burn the 
opera house 7 If the price is reasonable, have it 
done and send the bill to me.

I see 
(the Saturday papersouly got through last night) 
that you have crowded out what little 1 did 
semi to make room for Fry’s eleven columns of 
arguments as to the feasibility of sustaining the 
Opera in New York if they would only pl»y his 
com¡>ositions. I don’t believe 3U0 people who 
take the Tribune care one chew of tobacco about 
the matter. 1 am sorry we can’t discuss such a 
message somehow in the week of its issue. 
1 began this letter to apo'ogize for taking up 
three or four columns with a controversy with 
Dick Thompson, which I shall send you to-day, 
probably, by Adams’ Express. 
Considering, 
however, these nineteen columns of Coroner 
F ry s inquest on the putrefying opera,! won’t 
apologize. Tl.is controversy concerns not Dick 
Thomp-on only, but the whole breed ol Whig 
doughfaces, and the room is well spent. You 
must give it soon—on the outside, of course. 
Yours, soreheadedly, 
H orace G reeley. 
There were brighter letters, however. 
For instance, be said to his colaborer: 
I have labored many years to give the Tribune 
a reputation for candor and generosity toward 
unpopular creeds and races. * * * Let us try 
to cultivate a generous spirit in all things. 
Having had the assistance of a man lie 
despised, the great journalist thus un­ 
bosomed himself to Dana: 
may be as great a rascal as he is rep re­ 
sected; if so, I begin to see the utility of raseals 
in the general economy of things. 
H is contempt for small men was intense: 
As to 
. let his name be mentioned as sel­ 
dom as possible, and then with suppressed 
loathing. The little wretch is more malignant 
and indefatigable than anybody in the House. 
H is caution, his deep reading of men, 
his adroitness are clearly shown in these 
extracts: 
I want you to camión your folks not to ' hit 
out” at everything and everybody here, but con­ 
sider our position. We must have triends, not 
only in one party, but in all parties, or we can 
learn nothing.

THE HOME AND THE PAUL PRY PRESS. 


Has the home in these days any rights 
that the press is bound to respect? 
If we 
are to answer the inquiry upon the line of 
the practices of the sensational press it 
must be in the negative. 
Before the de­ 
mands of such journalism there is no pri­ 
vacy, the humé is no longer a castle im­ 
pregnable to the inquisitorial searching of 
anyone who possesses himself of types 
and a printing press, and the duty of every 
citizen to himself and to the public is to 
report the aflair of his household siaily to 
this new domestic censor. 
Such is the 
logic of the practices of a class of the 
prints of the day, 
They proceed upon the 
theory that they are commissioned to 
inquire into and keep a constant watch 
over the domestic affairs of the peo­ 
ple. 
It makes no sort of difierence to 
them that the affairs o f the home, of how­ 
ever apparently unhappy a character, may 
have a perfectly rational explanation, but 
concerning which the public -hould have 
no concern. 
A very recent local case is in 
point, and emphasizes the protest that de­ 
cent journalism everywhere makes against 
this dragging of private concerns into pub­ 
licity. 
Seizing upon an apparently indis­ 
creet action on the part of a member of a 
famiiy, an article is prepared and given to 
print in San Francisco, that on its face car­ 
ries the implication of domestic infelicity. 
There appears to have been no pause for 
inquiry into the real facts, no effort to as­ 
certain the truth that illness of a certain 
character renders the victim irresponsible, 
and the object of merciful pity, and the 
charity of kindly silence. 
The f t u l Brv 
of the press has but one interpretation to 
put upon all things happening within the 
household or related to it that is not ex- 


another of the charges made in the article 
referred to. 
To this indictment, or infor­ 
mation, he interposed the plea that he had 
been on-e place in jeopardy. The majority 
of the Court holds the defense to be good, 
and reverses the order denying the plea. 
The decision of the Court must stand as 
the correct interpretation of the law, nor 
are we prepared to say that it is not, but 
it does appear that there is a great deal to 
he said on the other side of such a case. 
Indeed, one of the Justices dissents, and 
says: 
If a man in one part of his newspaper savs 
that a certain person is a thief, and, in another 
part, that he killed his mother, the two libels 
are just as distinct as are the crimes of lareenv 
and matvicide. Putting the two things under 
one headline, or "article,’ makes no difierence. 
If the two libels should appear in the same issue 
of the newspaper there would be an identity of 
time of publication ; but they would be distinct 
in every other respect. That identity of time 
would no more make the two libels one than 
would a unity of time alone make a joint ten­ 
ancy at common law. 
The majority of the Court say in sup­ 
port of their view of the case, that to per­ 
mit the information to stand would be an 
invasion of the constitutional provision 
that “ No person shall he twice put in 
jeopardy for the same offense.” 
That the 
act that is the essential element of wrong 
in libel, is the publication of language. 
That the ¡state cannot split up one crime 
and prosecute it in parts. 
That a prosecu­ 
tion for any part of a single crime bars 
any further prosecution based upon the 
whole or a part of the same crime. 
It 
then proceeds to argue that the act of libel 
was one, and though there were distinct 
charges against the person libeled, the 
offenseof publication is not divisable. What 
appears to be an exceedingly strange case 
is cited by the Court in support: 
To an Information charging the prisoner with 
having in his possession a forged bank note or 
bill ot the Troy Bank with intention to alteraud 
pass the same, and to defraud the said bauk of 
Troy, he pleaded a former information filed 
against him for having fit his possession a bank 
note of the Mechanics Bank with the intent to 
alter and pass the same, and to defraud said 
Mechanics' Bank. Upon which last information 
the plea averred, trial had been had, the pris­ 
oner had been found guilty aud judgment 
thereon impended. To this plea there was a 
demurrer, and the Court adjudged the plea suf­ 
ficient. The Court said, among other things, 
that the act of possessing the several notes was 
one aud the same offense, as much as the act of 
stealing a number of articles st the same time 
aud place. 
If, says the Court, the whole libelous 
article had been set forth in the complaint, 
no one would contend that several punish­ 
ments could he inflicted if the defendant 
had been found guilty. When one commits 
a crime the prosecutor may carve as large 
an offense out of it as is possible, but he 
will not be permitted to cut twice. 
These 
conflicting views of the Justices present 
both sides of the case fairly, and while 
they might he enlarged upon, we think 
that there is no need to suggest thought in 
connection with them. The decision is now 
the settled law, and therefore títere is 
nothing to be gained by disputing it, but 
we confess that in Justice McFarland’s 
dissenting opinion there is much strength 
—from a layman’s standpoint. 
But the 
purpose of the law is to prevent litigatioD, 
to discourage m ultiplicity of actions, and 
discountenance vexation at law. 
In this 
light alone the decision is in the public 
interest. 
It certainly will put at rest, so 
far as the law in this State is concerned, a 
question upon which the authorities have 
not been uniform in view, as the Court 
itself admits.

mittee had, and since the reason for the 
reduction was one that appeals to the 
best impulses of human beings.

“ P hiladelphia is the greatest dog city 
in the country, and its yearly shipm ents of 
valuable canines to other points probably 
exceed those of all eth er large cities com­ 
bined.'’ 
- 
This was w hat M anager Ireland, of th e 
Associated 
Fanciers, rem arked 
as 
he 
stroked a big bloodhound that was labeled 
for f. Southern convict camp and whose 
fierce aspect, 'enhanced bv two »ows of 
glistening teeth, was calculated to frighten 
all ideas of escape from the thoughts of 
the wretches; who toil away their lives in 
th e camp. 
“ And bloodhounds ?” 
he 
continued. 
“ W hy, our shipm ents of th at breed are 
very large. 
We have already sent over 
2,000 into the South and West, not only to 
guard convicts but to perform good service 
in looking after valuable property. 
In this 
city alone there are upw ard of 800 blood­ 
hounds, each of which could chew up a 
man with little or no effort. Butchers and 
brewers own the large m ajority of the 
dogs. 
They are the fiercest animals in the 
country, and for their purpose about the 
best. 
W HERE THE FIERCE HOGS COME FROM. 
“Strictly speaking, they are not a blood­ 
hound but a breed of dog peculiar to 
Philadelphia. 
W hen the Germans settled 
in G erm antown they brought a species of 
bloodhound with them from Prussia called 
the ulmer, and this is commonly known as 
the bloodhpund. 
T hey are trained to he 
fierce from puppyhood. 
A straw dummy 
is placed near their kennel and they are 
made to fly at and tear it to pieces. 
A 
pair of lively nlm ers can knock spots out 
of a dummy in two second. 
A young dog 
brought up on th at sort of diet for a year 
or two is likely to make thin, s warm for 
escaping convicts and burglars. 
T hat’s 
the sort of dog the suburban residents need 
to keep tramps away. 


USEFUL IN FOLLOWING TRAILS. 
“They are specially useful in Southern 
m ining camps, because there is no better 
dog to follow a trail, and when they get 
hold of a convict it is good-by. 
A des­ 
perate man may sometimes best them, as 
the burglar McDaniels (who was captured 
by detectives M iller and Tate) did. 
He 
sent five of them to the happy hunting- 
grounds, and then got away. 
They are 
usually peaceful among themselves, but 
when aroused they do not stop fighting 
until one or the other is dead. We shipped 
several very fine dogs to Louisville, and 
shortly afterward received a note saying 
that they had entered into an argum ent 
with each other, aud its close witnessed 
a choice collection of bloodhound hash. 
The owner 'wanted to know w hat the dogs 
were to be fed on to insure peace in ca­ 
nine circles. 


CLEARING OUT INDIANS. 
“ The ulmer is a valuable anim al. 
A 
choice specimen sent to Iowa cost $1,000, 
and his t uperior never drew breath or wore 
pants. 
H is chief mission was to watch a 
big camp and protect it from the on­ 
slaught of Indians, who infest the camps 
like verm in, stealing all they can. 
This 
dog cleaned them out one week after his 
arrival. 
And there is no game in the 
world th at he cannot successfully trail. 
They are far superior to the best mastiffs. 
They usually range in price from ¡§25 to 
$200, and the greater num ber sell for the 
latter figure. 


TERRORS oF BULL-TERRIERS. 
“ But the dog that is now claim ing a 
large share of public attention and is very 
popular in Philadelphia, is the bull-terrier, 
of which the agents of the Standard Oil 
Company have ordered large consignments 
to be shipped to th eir various oil stations. 
The bull-terrier should not be confounded 
with the bull-dog, of which specie there 
are only two hundred pure blooded speci­ 
mens in the country. 
The terrier is a 
cross between two fierce vareties of dogs, 
whose prom inent feature is an implacable 
hatred toward each other. 
The rarest in­ 
cident of friendly relations between two 
, dogs of their species was found in this 
city. 
Two anim als—tine specimens— were 
brought up in the same kennel for four 
years. 
They never had any serious mis­ 
understanding until one morning when a 
tem pting bone caused contention between 
them. 
They went at it, and w ithin two 
hours both were with their aneesters. 
So 
to avoid fights the Standard Oil Company 
has only one bull-terrier shipped to each 
point. 


NO PANIC IN THE DOG -MARKET. 
“ I t is peculiar to note, in contrast with 
their euinity toward each other, their 
affection toward human beings. 
They are 
as gentle as lambs with their masters, and 
are fully the equal of bloodhounds for 
watchdog purposes. 
They are worth from 
$15 to $25 apiece, and if it were not for 
their ugliness toward each other would un­ 
doubtedly be the most fashionable dogs in 
Philadelphia. 
It has been suggested !hat 
the filling of the order for 200 bull-terriers 
from the Standard Company for di lie rent 
parts of the country will create a corner in 
the dog m arket and force prices up. 
Dog 
fanciers deny this, and slate that Philadel­ 
phia is the great exporting center for the 
dog trhile, and nearly 5,000 canines an­ 
nually travel to new homes by way of this 
city. 
One reason why Philadelphia is 
favored with more dogs than any four 
cities in the country is the large num ber 
of homes that boast the ownership of pet 
canines. 
Xew \ orkers, who are sooeezed 
into flats, dare not think of keeping dogs, 
and other disadvantages prevent people in 
various large cities from cultivating the 
dogs that Philadelphia boasts of. 
The 
collie is the favorite, closely followed by 
the St. Bernards, setter-, terriers and New­ 
foundlands.”

OUT-DOOE WORK. 


It I- Jntinitely H e a lth ie r T h a n F ac to ry 
o r Seam .-tre-- W o rk . 
Ouida, in the Bbmzit’s Wo Id for June, 
advocates out-of-door life for women, as 
productive of both health and beauty. 
She says: 
I t is difficult to understand why there 
exists such a prejudice against women 
working in the fields. 
It is spoken of usu­ 
ally in terms of violent censure; as a 
thing degrading, cruel, dem oralizing and 
barbarous. 
W hy should it be so? 
It is 
infinitely healthier than 
factory work, 
than seamstress’* work, than any of the 
work done under what is called the sweat­ 
ing system; and it allows the free enjoy­ 
ment of the open air, and the preservation 
of all natural ties. 
It may be hard work ; 
it no doubt is ; but women accustomed to 
it from childhood have th e ir frames in­ 
ured, and their muscles and sinews adapted 
to it. It is strange th at any idea of degra­ 
dation in field work should ever have 
arisen. 
It is the oldest, the most prim i­ 
tive. and the most poetic of all forms of 
labor. 
Even a line of women hoeing or 
gathering tubers on a flat expanse of earth, 
and standing dark against the sky-line, has 
great nobility and beauty in it compared 
to a line of sim ilar women standing before 
a row of tables, of looms, or of machines. 
Field work does not necessarily either age 
or injure the woman. 
I know a woman—one out of a number like 
her—who is 55 years o ld : she is very 
handsome in feature and clear of com­ 
plexion, her stature is firm, and her form 
lithe and active: she has been the m other 
of twelve sons and daughters; she is now 
at the head of the family, being a widow; 
she still works early and fate in the fields, 
as she has done ever since she was a small 
child employed to cut grass for the calves 
or weed the rows of lettuce or endive ; her 
strength is vast, she can lift immense 
weights with no eflort; she rises at 4 to 
send her family oft’to their various labors; 
she rules them with patriarchal severity, 
and, with the exception of two or three 
hours’ rest at midday in summer, she is 
out of doors all day in the fields, or by the 
edge of the river washing, or on the road 
w ith her eggs and fowls and fru it; in 
Visure mome its she is always plaiting 
straws, a bundle of which always hangs 
from her waist ready to occupy any spare 
idle instant. 
On her country side she is 
not in any way an exceptional figure; 
there are many like h er; her food is of 
rude and simple kind, chiefly of herbs and 
unleavened bread, and her drink is a weak 
wine largely watered, a wine made fiom 
the lees of what is left in the vats where 
the grapes have been pressed. 
This is an absolutely true, unexaggerated 
and exact picture of a peasant who has 
done hard work in the fields all her life, 
and has a clear, smooth skin and fine form, 
which a duchess m ight envy her. 
It may 
lie said that this is a woman of unusually 
admirable physique; and no doubt she is 
so; but she has toiled in the fields and 
woods, in summer droughts and winter 
rain-storms all her days, and she has 
thriven magnificently upon it. 
She is 
like a matron of old stepped out from 
the eclogues of V irgil or th e pastrols of 
Theocritus. This woman has led a wholly 
natural life: obeying natural instincts, 
enjoying natural affections, and fed by the 
pure, fresh, sweet air of a sunny hillside. Is 
not this an incomparably higher, wiser, 
more enjoyable and useful life than a life 
spent in the streets of a city, in the reek 
of a work-room ? 
W here women work in gangs the labor 
in the fields may become degrading and 
brutalizing; hut where they work on land 
either tem porarily their own by rental or 
by the metayer system, the occupation is 
the healthiest th at can be found. 
To 
drive the sheep afield, to take the ducks to 
the pond, to fixlder and feed the cattle, to 
lead the cart-horse to water, to thrash the 
nut trees, to cut the grass w ith a reaping 
hook, to weed and hoe and sow, to dig up 
and gather potatoes, turnips or mangolds, 
all these are labors which countrywomen 
have fully strength to perform, and which 
are infinitely preferable as pursuits to the 
foul and ghastly occupations offered in 
cities to the mill hand, the factory girl, 
the piece worker, or the miserable seam­ 
stress. 
Ojten-air work is considered to 
age women prem aturely, but it does not do 
so one-half so quickly and so hideously as 
the indoor work in close dens and cham­ 
bers, in vitiated air and monotonous em­ 
ploym ent.

To a barber are presented rare oppor- 
portunities for studying the various char­ 
acteristics of his m any classes of cus­ 
tomers. 
These opportunities are rarely 
neglected; but even the unobserving barber 
comes into the possession of many facts 
concerning the traits of those whose hair 
he cut=, or whose face he shaves. 
“ For tw enty yeats.” said an old-time 
barber to the w riter. “ I worked in hotel 
barber shops in this city, and in my time 
have done work for a good many well- 
known men. 
I have shaved H enry W il­ 
son, cut .John B. Gough1# hair, and ru n a 
razor over M ark Twain's face. 
Those are 
only a few of the men I have handled in 
my time.” 
From the recollections of the above 
wielder of the razor, and from the state­ 
ments of other well-known barbers of this 
city, are gleaned a few pen pictures taken 
from life in a barber’s shop. 
H enry W ilson, when in Boston, shaved 
at Young’s and other places. 
There are 
still in town many barbers who .remember 
that bright face w ith the large, sparkling 
eyes. 
As W ilson was in the Senate of the 
nation genial, social, affable and demo­ 
cratic, so he was when the humblest knight 
of the razor daubed layers of lather on his 
handsome face. 
A man of regular habits, 
W ilson rose early, and when in Natick 
would be at the barber shop before the 
barber. The barbers used to say th at they 
believed he would arise at 4 A. M. if he 
could find anybody to shave him at that 
hour. 
And if there was a m an in the 
world for whom a N atick or Boston barber 
would get up at th at «unseemly hour, that 
man was H enry Wilson. 
From the mo­ 
ment he deposited him self in the chair un­ 
til the last lock of hair 


HAD BEEN BRUSHED BACK, 
H e chatted as fam iliarly as though every 
man was his friend. 
Y et he indulged iii 
no questionable yarn, nor sought simply to 
amuse. 
H e always seemed anxious" to 
learn what people were .¿thinking about 
public affairs, trying to fathom the popu­ 
lar mind, seeking information or im part­ 
ing it w ith equal relish.

razor, and, as

Esau were apparent in the vicinity of his 
throat, his neck required careful scraping. 
Charles Sumner was reticent in the 
chair. 
H e seemed to find the latter an 
excellent place in which to do some of his 
hardest thinking. 
Gne barber relates that 
lie saw Caleb < 'ushing, Charles Sumner and 
H enry Wilson come into a barber-shop 
one day. 
Each took a newspaper, got 
shaved in iurn, and departed together as 
they had come in. 
Not a word was ex­ 
changed between them w hile they were in 
the shop. 
John I>. Long dislikes to have anybody 
shave him . 
Not that the genial Congress­ 
man is averse to barbers, but. like manv 
other men, he takes a keen delight in 
scraping his own cheek. 
Not infrequently 
he will enter a barber-shop, hang up his 
coat and h atr wash his hands scrupulously, 
borrow a razor, and, having put a covering 
of lather on his face w ith the brush as­ 
signed for his use, begin to mow. 
lie has 
a kind word for the barbers, and when he 
lias departed his smile is said to linger be­ 
hind for hours. 
A man who is watched considerably in 
a barber-shop is M ark Twain. 


THOSE WHO KNOW HIM 
Expect th at he will make some droll ob­ 
servation, while those who do not know 
his name wonder who the fellow is that 
says quaint things in such a peculiar way. 
But when M ark is landed in a chair he ré- 
la[ies into a state of semi-slumber, from 
which it will take a pretty dull razor to 
arouse him . 
Once in a while he will tell 
one of his noted anecdotes about Parisian 
hair-dressers, but usually he keeps quiet, 
believing, as he says, that he is in the 
hands of the Lord and the barber. 
W hen Bill Nye enters a barber shop 
everybody looks up. 
It does not m atter 
w hether they know Bill or not, people 
look at him, and many continue to take 
him in, while ostensibly they are reading 
newspapers. 
The word “N e x t! ” actually' 
startles Bill, and now and then lie makes 
a droll apology for presuming that his 
turn had come. 
The popular hum orist is 
an easy man to handle, barbers say, and, 
conscious of th at fact, Bill generally in­ 
forms the barber that he does not want any 
hair oil on the top of his head. 
H e adds 
th at his crown does not need any varnish­ 
ing. 
John B. Gough was very noiseless in a 
barber shop. 
If he m et a man he knew, to 
him he im parted one of his characteristic 
stories, but to the barber he was non-com­ 
m ittal. 
Charles I^evi Woodbury gets his hair 
trim m ed at one of the down-town shops. 
He is quite chatty, wants no fripperies and 
is welcome there as in the ranks of the 
Democratic parly. 
H e is “Old Reliable” 
even in the barber shop. 
Colonel Morgan, once well-known as an 
editor, was a peculiar character. 
W hen 
he entered a barber shop he surveyed the 
interior and contents thoroughly. Im agin­ 
ing he was in a hurry, he murmured in 
NO UNCERTAIN TONES 
If he liad to wait. 
H is shave concluded, 
he forgot th at he was in a hurry and 
seemed unite at ease. 
He wore his hair 
long, and had it cut in what barbers call 
Dutch fashion. 
A more welcome gue»t never entered a 
barber shop than the late Michael Do­ 
herty. 
H e had a jolly demeanor and a 
gay word for all. 
lie was called the jol- 
liest man th at patronized Young’s. 
His 
funny stories kept barbers and customers 
in a roar, and the generous “ perq ” he 
bestowed upon the man who shaved him 
served to strengthen his claims to favorit­ 
ism. 
Grover Cleveland, ex-President of the 
1 nited States, has been shaved in Boston 
at the Vendóme. 
H e was shaved in his 
own apartm ents at the «time he was in 
town on his way to the H arvard College 
celebration. 
The barber who entered be­ 
held a massive man reclining in an arm 
chair, and who said “Good m orning” cor­ 
dially. 
T he President had 
about one 
night’s growth of hair upon his face, but it 
was tough hair, and the barber had to rub 
his razor several times liefore the opera­ 
tion was finished. 
The President was very 
partial to the towel drenched in hot water, 
and hail the process repeated before he 
was satisfied. 
He declined chalk, powder 
and magnesia, and scowled as the barber 
intim ated that cosmetic m ight be applied 
to his mustache. 
It seemed a genuine re­ 
lief to him when the barber had finished. 
Major E. P. Brown was very particular 
about having his work done well. 
During 
the Tewksbury investigation he won a 
tem porary fame, and all the barbers knew 
him .

If he found 
one that suited him perfectly he would let 
none other shave him. 
A man who is received with profound 
reverence in barber shops is J udge Devens. 
He gets his h air trim m ed frequently, and 
while he does not refrain from an observa­ 
tion once in a while, his potential figure 
precludes tonsorial fam iliarity. 
J udge Putnam used to be very exacting, 
but made up in jocularity what he de­ 
manded. 
The man who for the first time 
cut his hair and shaved his !hce got a few 
pointers never to be disremembered.

H is beard was reputed hard, and 
the barbers kept a special razor for it. 
“ 1 used to shave a man named Davidson 
who was a puzzle,” said one who has now 
retired from tonsorial pursuits. " lie would 
get shaved to-night, say at 5—hardly ever 
later than that. 
To-morrow lie would be 
around again at 7 in the morning, 
llis 
beard was as hard a- nails, and although 
you thought to-night th at you had settled 
it for at least forty-eight hours, it would 
be on hand in the morning as strong as 
ever." 
Hon. P atrick M aguire is an easy man to 
shave, and, as he is always pleasant, and 
despises fixings, the barbers like him. 
H e 
is a very w itty gentleman, too, and, al­ 
though not very talkative, lie now and then, 
has an anecdote that pleases the most seri­ 
ous. 
“ OLD HUTCH,” of CHICAGO 
W heat fame, lias undoubtedly been shaved 
in Boston, and when in Lynn lie shaved 
himself. 
But as a shaver of other people 
“ H utch " has been a tremendous success. 
It is said th at the day lie made $1,000,000 
on wheat he entered a Chicago barber shi p 
and asked for a shave. 
This was a few 
hours before he made the $1,000,000. 
Be­ 
fore the barber adm inistered the lather, 
“ H utch ” asked what the tax would be. 
The barber replied th at the price was 15 
cents. 
“ H u tc h " said 15 cents was too 
much, but th at lie would give 10 ceuts. 
The barber refused to he knocked down, 
so “ H utch ’’ went across the street and got 
shaved for a dime. 
Thus encouraged, he 
went abroad in the m arket-place and 
shaved wheat until lie made $1,000,000. 
He is the king of financial razors. 
John L. Sullivan never shaves himself. 
The em inent boxer-editor gets shaved at 
H ogarty’s, on Dover street. 
Jo h n lias 
more respect for Ilogarty when the genial 
proprietor lathers him than for any living 
being. 
H ogarty understands John thor­ 
oughly, and John understands H ogarty 
equally as well. 
Jo h n likes a close shave, 
and there are many who think that John 
him self could give his most formidable an­ 
tagonist a little more than a dose shave. 
Sullivan likes the usual fixings th at go 
with a custom-made hair-cut and shave. 
H e wants his h air combed very tastefully, 
and likes to have it laid down in front. 
His mustache must be curled and cosmet­ 
ized caretully, and he adm its that the ex ­ 
hilaration produced by the application of 
bay rum is very acceptable. 
Sullivan is as 
generous in a barber shop as he is else­ 
where, and many barbers throughout the 
country will tell you about his magnifi­ 
cent “perqs.” 
MK HAEL J. KELLY, 
Baseballist and actor, flings him self into a 
chair with the perfect abandon that char­ 
acterizes his slides from first bag to sec­ 
ond. 
H e likes to chat, and barring when 
the razor or brush prevents, lie keeps up 
an incessant flow of humorous rem arks on 
music, painting, sculpture, poetry and the 
turf. 
He is one of the generous givers, 
and requires th at he shall come from the 
barber’s as fresh as a daisy. 
K elly always 
call for a special brand of French soap, 
aud insists that the razor shall be sharp 
enough to cut a hair on the wing. 
It is 
said th at K elly got shaved once in C hi­ 
cago in three minutes, when he was in a 
hurry. 
W henever tlie “only” drops a fly 
he is said to rem ark that the ball had 
whiskers on it, and only needed a shave to 
enable him to catch it. 
M ike once re­ 
marked th at he could catch a train more 
easily than he could a ball w ith whisk­ 
ers on it. 
There is working in a barber-shop on 
W ashington street a man who has shaved 
Public Be D—d* Vanderbilt, and didn’t 
get any more for it than for shaving a man 
who never said a harsh word about the 
public. 
.Mr. Vanderbilt, however, was a 
very kind man, and always put on his own 
overcoat, and used the clothes brush him ­ 
self. 
Some men are very particular to sig­ 
nify a demand for assistance when putting 
on their overcoat. 
Very few require their 
hats to be put on for them. 
First-class 
barbers keep an assistant to help custom­ 
ers on with their coats. 
This is often a 
necessary precaution to prevent customers 
from helping themselves to other people’s 
coats. 
Lieutenant - Governor 
Brackett 
gets 
shaved in town frequently. 
A barber who 
shaved him years ago says that J. Q. A. 
was one of the most genial men th at ever 
reposed in a chair. 
The same barber de­ 
clares th at he can tell w hether a man will 
succeed in politics by witnessing the emo­ 
tions of said man in a barber chair. 
H e 
thinks Brackett’s star is still in the ascend­ 
ant. 
There is no barber in town who shaved 
Napoleon Bonaparte, but there is one in 
New York wlio claims to have shaved 
Napoleon III. 
I shave mvself.

NEW LABOR ORGANIZATION. 


A C o n s e r v a tiv e 
a n il R e a s o n a b le C o u rse 
to T a k e th e P la c e o f S tr ik e s. 
Tbe new laltor organization to be known 
as the U nited Order of Railway Employes 
can hardly fail to become an im portant 
factor íh the industrial situation. 
Itsob- 
1 ject is to fedeiate in one body three of the 
| most effective of the existing associations 
of railw ay workmen; or, in other words, 
- to unite 
the 
firemen, 
brakemen 
and 
switchmen under one general plan of op­ 
erations. 
The nature of the constitution 
is not definitely known; but enough has 
been revealed to indicate that the new so­ 
: cietv proposes to follow a conservative and 
j reasonable course. 
Adequate provision 
j has been made, we are assured, for the ad­ 
! justm ent of all difficulties th at can pos- 
j sibly arise between the order and the rail­ 
. roads; and there is room for the inference 
i that strikes are not to be favored. 
It 
j would certainly be a fatal mistake to adopt 
I the striking policy, when costly experience 
,h a s shown it to be a complete failure, so 
j far as the settlem ent of railway contro- 
| versies is concerned. 
The history of all 
| such attem pt? to solve the problems re- 
j la'.ing to railroad service is a record of loss 
I and disappointment. 
Not a single strike 
¿ of th at sort has ever been successful; and, 
i in the nature of things, any future ex­ 
, perim ent of the same kind must have the 
¡ same result. 
j 
It is the right of railway employes to 
; form associations for the protection and 
; promotion of their interests. 
Nobody dis- 
j putes this, and nobody is inclined to dis­ 
courage such action. 
In a certain sense, it* 
■ is desirable th at the men upon whom the 
j practical operation of the railroad system 
directly depends should be so situated that 
j they can act together in a methodical and 
¡ reputable m anner whenever disputes and 
| misunderstandings arise between them and 
i their employers. 
The railroad companies 
1 prefer to deal with organizations rather 
than individuals, so long as they can do so 
on just and fair terms. 
It is only when 
they are asked to submit to arbitrary dic­ 
tation that they refuse to treat with such 
societies. 
If is foolish to suppose th at any 
corporation cares so little for its own wel­ 
fare th at it is w illing to invite a strike, 
and thus expose its business to certain in ­ 
jury merely because its employes solicit 
given concessions. 
If corporations have 
no souls, they at least have heads, and un­ 
' derstand the advantage of peace and har­ 
mony. 
But the fact remains th at it is to 
their interest to avoid strikes, and th at as 
a rule they will make any reasonable eon

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


A il Im p o rta n t D ecisio n A ffectin g T erri­ 
to ria l R ig h ts. 
'Washington, June 21st.—Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Miiier, at the request of the Governor 
of Arizona, subm itted through Secretary 
Noble, has considered at great length the 
question w hether in the absence of the en­ 
abling Act by Congress the Act passed by 
the Arizona Legislature, and approved by 
the Governor, “ To provide for the holding 
of a Convention for the purpose of framing 
a State Constitution, to be subm itted to the 
people lor their approval or rejection," is 
valid. 
The Attorney-General holds that it is 
valid, and cites num erous precedents where 
Territories were adm itted into the Union 
w ithout the enabling Acts. The power to 
accept, modify or reject the Constitution 
adopted by a Territory when it seeks 
adm ission as a State be holds is vested in 
Congress. “Congress,” he continues, quot­ 
ing from the Suprem e Court decision in the 
case of the national bank vs. Y ankton, 
“ m ay not only abrogate the laws of the 
Territorial Legislature directly for local 
governm ent, but it may m ake a void Act 
of a Teriitorial Legislature valid and a valid 
Act void.” 
He holds, in other words, that Congress 
has complete control over the m atter when 
the Territory seeks admission as a State, 
and may then cure auv defects that may 
exist in its Constitution, which is, in a 
seD se, a petition, the right of which is guar­ 
anteed in the Constitution of the United 
States.

B o s t o n, June 21st.—A disastrous fire, ac­ 
companied by serious loss of life, occurred 
here this evening in the fireworks establish • 
m ent of Hever Brothers. 
Three dead 
bodies have been taken from the ruins, and 
three others received injuries which will 
probably result fatally. 
It is feared that there m ay be more vic­ 
tims among the debris. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock, while a salesman 
was waiting on a customer upon the second 
floor, be saw a flash among some fireworks 
behind cue of the counters. H e ran for 
water, and at the same tim e gave the 
alarm . The flames spread with almost in ­ 
credible rapidity, cutting off the escape of 
several of the men in the upper stories, and 
in five m inutes denSe smoke and the 
almost incessant discharge of fireworks of 
different kinds made in the building pet- 
fect pandem onium 
for 
those confined 
within its walls. 
Albert Gage, aged 22, who was employed 
in the third story, bung from a w indow 
until he was obliged to let go his hold and 
then fell to the ground, breaking his back. 
H e will probably die. 
Charles T. Callahan and Thomas Paine, 
who were working on the fourth floor, 
jum ped from a window in their fright. 
Paine was killed, while Callahan s injuries 
are fatal. 
W illiam Prenstuhl, on the second floor, 
lost his way and rolled down stairs and 
was picked up fatally injured. 
Samuel Corn was taken out dead. 
An­ 
other body, that of a boy, has not yet been 
itieu titled. 
This completes the casualties so far as 
known at present. 
A large proportion of 
the $100,000 stock is ruined, but is well in­ 
sured. 
A N O T H E R ACCOUNT. 
S an F rancisco, June 2ist.—The Call's 
Boston special says: Spontaneous combus­ 
tion among a lot of bunting and flags set 
Sire to a statid of fireworks in the salesroom 
of H yer Bros,, dealers in fancy goods and 
fireworks, at the corner of Hawley and 
Sum m er streets, thisafsernoon. The result 
is five lives-iost and the m aim ing of severa! 
others. 
It was shortly before 5 o'clock when 
W illiam Brementhal, a salesman, noticed 
the flames beneath the counter, hail way 
down the room. 
He yelled fire, and seized 
a bucket of water and s¡ rang toward the 
flames, but before he reached the spot they 
ignited a mass of Roman candles, rockets, 
etc. Then there was an explosion in tbe 
room and the adjacent fireworks were ig- 
n i'e l. 
All bands and the customers and 
employes made a rush for the street, sev­ 
eral roiling completely down the stairs, 
brdisiug themselves. 
Crenten has his hands badly burned. 
Those up stairs packing had it’o warning 
and most of them got down the stairs more 
or iess singed, but four of them became 
victims. 
The firemen called out three 
alarms, bringing seventeen engines quickly 
on the scene, but not in tim e to prevent 
two of the packers. Chas. Callaban and 
Thos. Gage, from leaping from the third 
story window, through which a mass of 
rockets and candie balls were whizzing. 
Callahau broke his back and died shortly 
afterwards in the hospital, and Gage is 
lying unconscious from a fractured skull. 
Iu less than an hour the fire was all out, 
but on entering the building four dead 
bodies were found—three burned and one 
suffocated—only one of whom, Thomas 
Ratne, was identified. One man, named 
Smithers, escaped by going along the cop­ 
ing of the roof hand over hand, with his 
body dangling in tUg air. to an adjoining 
roof. 
The main damage 
was done to the 
wholesale m illinery firm of C. T. Brown­ 
ing, on the gtound floor, by smoke and 
water, and to the famous Plym outh Rock 
Paint Company next door. Loss about 
$5,000, covered by insurance.

[From the Chicago Journal.i 
“ There is a general idea,'” said a well- 
known restaurant manager to me to-day, 
“ th at the w aiter is a broken-down, de­ 
pendent sort of a fellow who works for 
mean wages and has for his chief duty 
the bearing of the slights inflicted by 
thoughtless or arrogant customers. 
There 
was never a greater mistake in the world. 
A good waiter—a w hite waiter, not a col­ 
ored man, who seems to be discrim inated 
against and secures less wages—can, if he 
is active, obliging and attentive to his 
business, earn $18 or $20 a week, besides 
his meals, with which the house provides 
him. 
Almost all restaurants provide their 
help with w hat they eat. 
T hat man you 
see at work over there—the one with the 
stooping shoulders and mutton-chop whis­ 
kers— has been a waiter at various Chicago 
restaurants for about fifteen years. 
H e 
has always earned good wages, and, as I 
know him to be a man of quiet habits, he 
must have saved up many a cool thousand 
dollars. 
My best m en . here get $22 a 
week and their meals, so th at you see tiiey 
have even chances i 
getting rich with the 
rest of us. 
If a g o o d man works in­ 
dustriously for five years as a waiter, 
and saves up h alf of w hat is left of his 
wages after he has paid his living ex­ 
penses from week to week, he has enough 
capital to start a little restaurant of his 
own.

I adm itted that I “ saw,” 
and left, and the next time any of my 
friends treat a w aiter in my presence with 
hauteur or contempt, I will call their at­ 
tention to the fact that the person they 
are snubbing may very likely he a Ja y 
Gould in disguise.

Sensational events 
have been recurring here in constant suc­ 
cession for the last thirty days, and the re­ 
public has been trem bling with apprehen­ 
sion and excitement, but the first peaceful 
revolution it has ever know n has been ac 
complishcd. The reign of Guzman Blanco 
has ended. The m ilitary despotism thai 
has existed in Venezuela tor a quarter of a 
century is abolished, and there are constant 
dem onstra’ious of gratification, in which 
ail classes join with equal ardor. 
Men who have subm itted quietly to the 
iytanny of Guzman, for fear of injury to 
their business, are now m arching and 
shouiing in the streets. 
For the first tim e in th irty years ihe 
press is free. 
That Guzman will m ake an effort to re­ 
cover control of the Government and re­ 
sum e the Dictatorship is not doubted for a 
m om ent by tiiose who know him , but no­ 
body believes he can succeed, and that 
opinion adds to the enthusiasm . 
That the situation may be understood 
and the significance ot recent events ap­ 
preciated, it m ust be known that General 
Guzman Blanco, since he first came into 
control of the Government in 1870,-has 
seemed to regard Venezuela as his own 
property, to do with as he desired. 
He has treated the republic, which em­ 
braces an area as large as the Middle States 
and New England, as if it were his own 
inherited estate and three m illions of peo­ 
ple as tenants at will. 
He has been an u n ­ 
crowned Czar, and his Government an ab­ 
solute despotism. 


VACCINATIO N 
T H E O R IE S.

P l y m o u t h (Eng.), June 21st.—Drs. Ger- 
m ont and Loir, representatives of M. Pas­ 
teur, of Paris, who w’ent to Australia 
twelve m onths since with a secret in their 
possession which they alleged would ex­ 
term inate tbe rabbits, came home by the 
Orient Company’s steamer Cuzco, which 
arrived at Plym outh W ednesday. 
They complain bitterly of their treat­ 
m ent in Australia. The passage of a law- 
preventing the introduction of microbes 
w-as oniv a forerunner of the difficulties 
which were systematically placed in their 
way. 
The rabbit commission reported 
that Pasteur’s system was not dangerous, 
but was not efficient. They, however, re­ 
fused to allow a public trial to be made. 
Experim ents 
were made proving 
that 
chicken cholera would spread from dis­ 
eased rabbits to healthy ones. 
M. Pasteur's agents showed that 
by 
means of vaccination they could prevent 
anthrax in sheep and cattle. 
The A nthrax 
Board reported in favor of M. Pasteur’s 
vaccine as a preventive agsinst anthrax 
and recommended its adoption and use. 
A num ber of sheep owners asked to have 
130.000 vaccinated, but M. Pasteur refused 
to allow it until some settlem ent was made 
of the rabbit question. 
Public trials were made in Queensland 
with a view of proving th at pleuro-pneu- 
monia could be cured by inoculation, and 
were said to have been successful. 
Dr. 
Germont asserts that M. Pasteur’s letters of 
instruction to him were opened by the 
Colonial Government and extracts taken 
therefrom . The m atter has been placed in 
the hands of the French Embassador in 
London, who will institute an inquiry into 
the circumstances.

B er n e, June 21st.—The Bundesrath, in 
reply to inquiries made by the National 
Rath, denies that there are any grounds for 
complaints made by foreign powers that 
the Socialists are allowed too much free­ 
dom in Switzerland."

“B rethren and sisters ; On account of 
sickness in the parish the past week, I 
have not prepared a sermon, but on my 
way here, through brother Lane’s field, I 
picked up this rock, and also this nut,” 
both of which he produced from the side 
pocket of his coat, “and now I will give 
you’uns a parable from these. 
I take the 
rock and break the rind of the nut which 
represents the M ethodist Church, and the 
rind is unfit for use; next -I break the 
shell, and this represents th e hard-shell 
Baptists; this also is no good, and only fit 
to put under the heels of men.
